']y beén BAld, HO povement 18 economical whioh
greatly Indrensss the destruction of horse, vehicloe,
entn, comfort, amd convenence, though 2 eost is
pothitng and it tast for ever,

We have o some parta of our city & stone pave-
ment known as the Belrian, which consists of ¢nbi-
cal blockn of stone, lekl samewhat aftor the fashion
of e cobhble-stones, This, Though s groat improve
ment, I8 open 1o several objections, The stones,
when mew, are siightly vou I on the seripce, bLut
wihien ol and wors, especlally fn wet wosther, they
gre o vory spoots and sUppery that no toothiold for
& horse's hoot cas be hald.  The material of which it
s conposnd 18 finelf objectionmible.  ‘Fhoagh stone is
o ost durable subtstnnee, akd hu.‘_i becn used almost
universally, teve are olhors which aroe gald to ho
a8 lawting, and wihieh will srewoer e purpose better
in other respecta,  Btone I8 aouy, in whatever form.
If 1ot in gimesoth blocks, it 1s edithey (oo rongh for
camfort when new, of too amooth for truvel whes

The (Beigian.

Thewabicalbloek payement or Belgian, hag heon
extemtively lla fe 2sew York, and gt present miles
of 1% s bheing It on the diferent avenucs. Uhe
blocke run avout donr inches synare on the top, SIX
inches deep,  The costof this ranges from £ 1o 850
per square yard, The stone coming from the *Woee-
hawken” quartios, o few mlles up the Hudson river,
an army of labomirs being vonstantly employe | girt-
ting out the stone to supply the demnnd of New
YVorkjenty. In Philadelphin thoe Belglan blocks now
used are of botter shape than the latter, amd when
carcfolly lasd make n pavement almost equal to
that now adapted on Broadway, N, Y.

It {8 vory dmportant that the foundation be of g01id
good gravel,and the bWooks carefully rammed in
eyen courast, Herctolore the beocka used in this
ity mosily -came from the BEastern quarrios, but
within the past two yeors o company of 'hilladal-
phians purehased the estonsive granite guarrvies
oear Riohmond, Ya, and are now shipping very
jargely o this market,

The Rishmond granite blocks are sald to have the
Advantage of not befng Hable to round off' or wear
smooth upon eontact with the fron upon the horses
feat, the fne grain of the gracite aml white colors
presenting s clearer appearance when the streots
are properly awept,

Another important foature in the Belginn bincks
s the valuable chavacter of the materinl.  When
necosBary, the blocka van be relald aither of the four
sides mrned upwand, and in thisg way the puvement
will last for an indennite period, a8 the malerial
always retains s vidue, The cost n{‘ a mood Bels
ginn pavement In this oty ranges fromjes to &8 0 per
square yard, No granlie guarry can make Helgian
blocks to advantage unless i connection they are
turning out large stones, por dimension or others ise,
ieaving smaller picces to be split into paving.  The
cost of the blooks delivered on the whart in this ciry
stands from §3 to §2:26 per square yard, and we are
snformed by one of the heavi 8L importers that the
profit at this price {8 but e, Toe Belgian paye-
ment lately lnid in front of the German newspaper
puilding, Chesnut street, above Sisth, I8 an improve.
ment on the old siyle of blocks Also 1o front of
Mr. Bartol's residenge,Spruce and Nimceteenth direets,
with granite gutier stones and crossings of granite—
same depth as the bloeks,

The Improved (iranite Pavemear.

'ne fmproved Broadway, New York, pavement
congists of granite blocks 3% 1o 4 Inches wide, 5 10
14 inches long, and 9 fnches deep, with jolned gut.
1er-slones, and crossings or bridge atones, !l of
same material (granite) ald nush and even in oo bed
made with a layer of small stones and iine gravel
on top. The cost s §750 por square yard, the con-
wractor taking the old material,

It I8 called the “Guidet” pavement, and New
Yorkers claim it is the best, cheapest, and uiost
desirable pavement that can be lald. A miilion dof-
ars or more hons alteddy beca expunded on that
portion finished on Broadway, and the probabilicy s
the same pavement will be continued the whole
y}epgth of the strect.

The Nivcolaon.

This well-known pavement 8 al present in more
grneral use than any of 118 class, 118 principal mate-
rial 18 wood, ‘It might be sapposcid that w pave-
ment of thig goil waterial would not itseif be very
msting, Wood, however, In some conditions, 18
stropger than we think. Plocwd ondwise of the grain
it can be ent with o knhe, thoagh not easily, bat it
cannot be pounded or wWorn away Lo any groeat ex-
tent. An exapiple of this s found in the stope-
cutter’s mau! or hwmmer, which can be used for
thirty or more years withont very great wear; but
the iron chisel on which (e wood 18 8ol outs gway
stone very easily, Very few, in foaol, know of the
great toughness of wooid g8 compared with the bris
tioness of stone or iron. ‘Uhe guestion of docay is
et to be notleed. _

The Ricolson (8 lald in this wise:—The ground is
first levelled or rounded ol and A board noor nld of
two-inch white or yellow ploe planks, running lenghli-
wide of the street.  This Noor is completely covered
on both sides with a conting of liguid asphaltam and
coal tar, This coating 18 1o prevent decay, and to
make the structure Impervious to water frou above
and molsture from beucath, On this noor 18 lald a
strathm  of alternste oblong Wocks and strips of
woaod, forming the upper surface of the pavement,
‘e blocks are of white or yullow ploe, gonerally
white, three inches thick, elght inches high, aud of
convenlent lengtha, A row of these blocks is set up
on end, across the street, from curb o curb.  The
three-inch surface, the faee of the grain, 18 at the
1op, ond the eight-inch, or side, faces np andd
down the street. Each of these blocks vefore
pelng  Imdd 18 complelely  copted by sabe-
mersion  with a mixture of aapnaltom  and
tar cement.  The fArst e of Dlocks belng thos set,
2 line of strips, three-quarters of an joch thick, and
nilf a8 hu;h the blocks, nlso coated with the samne
mixture, 48 setup anil nalled against the hlocks;

The great care of
the inventors in this case has beesn to prodoace g snb-
stance whilch will resist the action of waler, Pleces
ol It have heen exporimented with, and bolled for
several hours in waler without bhelng avected, It s
gaid to be of the nature of stone, hard and uoyield-
ing, Lt If 8o, why kIt not open to the same objec-
tions as that material? Its components are plteh,
griuvel, and coal-tar, like the concrete, with the addi-
tion of sulphur, 18 pane 8 derived from a procoss
{n l1s manufacture analogous to the valcaulzing of
indig-rubber, This 15 & Philadelphia Invention, and
is not a year old, Weare to have a trinl of it on
Vine street, above Second, for the distance of o half-
square ; and also on the main street of Manayunk,

aying foot-puths of this material in Fairmount Park.
A portion of the west slidle ol the river has been
glven them for trinl, whers u steep grade moakes a

Of il pavements onr cobble-stones are the
chieapest. 1o stones abound in greal quantitices on
the Ganks of the Delawnre, between [Dordentown
and Trenton, fvom whence they wore allowed to be
gothered from below the low-water mark. 1hoy
can be hud for Lhe cost of gathering and transport-
ing. Quite o large business was formerly done by
men owning bouts, In guthering them for the market.

Beverul years must clapse bufore we could dare to
relay the whole city or guy great part of it with any
improved pavement. During this time are we to
contlaue the use of tha old abomination? We ask
these Qucsliond only us o matior of on-
rlosity,. We ara Ko glad o sAse  some
monon o the  matter that wo  lasten to
yolut ont any Hindrances which may
e in the way, [eAT by & want of promptigss we loke
heart and fall into the old apathy, Might not the
lelp of o committes of selantitic geatlsmen be of
Berylee, who should examine c¢losely into the matter,
ind make the attalument of 80 muoh experience
unnocessary? A commdites of fdnanetal gentlemeon
Ilght nleo Ge uselul w determine how we might best
pay 10r Ltie new paveiienis when they come, with-
out producing Jdiscord or heapiog opjust bordens on
those by whom Lhey ought nob to he #mnu-.
